one-half mill tax was imposed this 
year to take care of the $50,000 and 
(he turnpike bonds and refunding 
bonds will be paid off iii the next 
few years if the county continues to 
operate as it has in the past. 
Balances In the general, liquid 
fuel and sinking funds chowed an 
increase over the previous years, but 
the balance in the institution fund 
dropped from $29,885 57 as of Jan u ­ 
ary 5, 1947 to $12,853 47 at the be­ 
ginning of this year. 
In addition to the over $200,00 > 
balance held by the county at the 
beginning of the year it also has 
$10,000 In U. 8. bonds tucked away 
for safekeeping. 
C’o**t* Increasing 
This year, not .counting the $10,- 
000 in U. 8. bonds, there was $109 - 
855.74 in the general fund balance 
compared to $97,273 14 for the firev-J 
urns year; $61.73962 as compared 
to $59,550 78 in the liquid fuel fund 
a year ago and $18,310 in the sink­ 
ing fund com pared to last year’s bal­ 
ance of $17.949 23. 
Building of the new jail caused 
most of the apparent increase in 
governmental costs, but steady in ­ 
creases were noted 
all the way 
throughout the rejx>rt in most de­ 
partm ents. Wages were higher and 
costs of m aterial* higher. Salaries 
of assessor* increased from $7.603 86 
in 1946 to $8.240 38 in 1947: the cost 
of m aintaining the children under 
child welfare increased from $17,-# 
805 06 in 1946 to $20,952 96 last year, 
as examples. 
Apparently, too, there were fewer J 
"knight* of the road" moving about 
last year. The report of the county 
home included in the nnnual report
